~A bill to repeal a law for 
* which Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis paid a $35,000 lobbying 
fee in 1955 was approved by the 
House Public Utilities Commit- 
tee after a hearing yesterday. 
Sole witness before the com- 
mittee was J, W. McAfee, Un- 
ion Electric president, who 
acknowledged payment of the 
money, but said a company in- 
vestigation had disclosed no in- 
dication that any of it went to 


a legislator, or that any 
legislator was improperly 
approached. 


Company checks for the fee 
were payable to a Chicago law- 
yer but the money wound up in 
a secret bank account of im- 
prisoned former State Auditor 
Orville E. Hodge. 

The committee voted 18 to 
11 for the repealer. Committee 
Chairman Elroy C. Sandquist 
said he doubted the bill would 
pass the House, and added that, 
if it did, he doubted it would 
get through the Senate. 

Gives Three Reasons. 

Representative William G. 
Clark (Dem.), Chicago, sponsor 
of the repeal measure, told the 
committee his purpose in urg- 
ing passage was three-fold— 
that the 1955 law caused tax 
losses for Illinois, that gave 
out-of-state corporations an 
advantage over Illinois corpora- 
tions and that the lobbying 
methods used in getting passage 
were questionable. 

Clark, who as a member of 
the Senate in 1955 raised one 
of the few voices against the 
Union Electric measure, said 
yesterday it was “a bad bill 
and I’m trying to repeal it.” 

He asked McAfee whether the 
law as passed, under which 
Union Electric was permitted to 
dissolve its Illinois subsidiary 
and operate as a “foreign” cor- 
poration, would not relieve the 
company of substantial tax pay- 
ments in Illinois even though it 
should make substantial capital 
improvements there in the 
future. 

In reply McAfee repeated an 
earlier statement to the com- 
mittee during the hour-and-a- 
half hearing that the bill was 
not a “tax-saving” bill, but 
rather to eliminate the needless 
expense of running two sepa- 
rate corporate structures when 
actually operating only one 
business. 

Clark asked what, under the 
present Union Electric law, 
would prevent a big out-of-state 
corporation from coming into 
Illinois, buying and absorbing 
a small utility, then vastly ex- 
panding its activities without 
having to pay the capital stock 
tax which it otherwise would 
have owed as an Illinois cor- 
poration. 

McAfee replied this was “con- 
ceivable,” but added that he 
doubted TIllinois authorities 
would permit an outside corpo- 
ration to buy up a small com- 
pany in the state for that pur- 
pose. , 

Under the 1955 law, the cap!i- 
tal stock tax paid by Union 
Electric’s Illinois corporation 
was abolished, but an added sec- 
tion provided that the amount 
of the tax paid in 1954, about 
$450,000, would continue to be 
paid annually to Illinois taxing 
districts. This was a compro- 
mise to meet objections by the 
state that dissolution of the IIli- 
nois corporation would wipe out 
the company’s Illinois tax obli- 
gation. 

Reviews History. 

Reviewing the history of the 
legislation, McAfee told how the 
company had decided to hire 
J. Roy Browning, Chicago at- 
torney, as a lobbyist to expedite 
passage, of the bill after being 
advised that otherwise it would 
be difficult to get the measure 
through the 1955 session.

TAXPAYERS URGED TO KEEP

Federal income taxpayers

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MINIMUM WAGE 
BILL BEATEN IK 
MISSOURI HOUSE 


By EDWARD H. THORNTON

JEFFERSON CITY, April 25 
~The labor-sponsored bill to 
establish a minimum wage of 
75 cents an hour in Missouri 
was defeated today in the House 
after being extensively amend- 
ed. House members refused 
tentative approval of the bill 

by a vote of 70 to 53. 

The measure had been amend- 
ed to eliminate provisions for 
an investigative wage board, 
and to exclude employes of ho- 
tels and restaurants, such as 
bellboys and waitresses, whose 
tips are generally considered 
as part of their compensation. 

Aid to ‘Little People.’ 


In urging approval of the 
measure, Representative M. E. 
Bauer (Dem.), Kansas City, 
sponsor of the bill, asserted it 
was “not a union labor bill, but 
one to aid the unorganized peo- 
ple, the little people in the 
state.” 

“No union contract provides 
for a lesser wage than provid- 
ed in the bill,” he said. “Em- 
ployes belonging to unions al- 
ready are protected by their 
contracts.” 


a bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive Robert Young (Dem.), St. 
Louis county, to provide salary | 
increases for the chief clerk | 
and about 20 regular employes | 
in the office of the St. Louis | 
county Board of Election Com- | 
missioners. The bill was defeat- | 
ed 58 to 55, with 79 required | 
for approval. 

When this bill was voted | 
down, Young had stricken from 
the calendar a companion bill 
which would have raised the | 
pay of judges and clerks of elec- 
tion in the county from $10 to 
$15 a day. 

Police Pay Rise Bill. 


Meanwhile, the Senate-ap- | 
proved bill which would pro-| 
vide salary increases for mem- | 
bers of the St. Louis Police | 
Department at a total additional | 
cost of the city of $1,362,500 a | 
year was reported favorably by | 
the House Municipal Corpora- 
tions Committee. 


The committee also recom- 
mended passage of three Sen- 
ate-approved companion meas- 
ures sponsored by the St. Louis | 
Board of Police Commissioners 
to facilitate administration of 
the department. | 


One of these measures would 
eliminate the requirement in | 
the present law that the per- 
sonnel be divided into three | 
equal platoons for each eight- | 
hour shift. | 

Police Board President H. | 
Sam Priest, who with two other | 


members of the board and some 
department officials attended a 
public hearing before the House | 
committee last night, said this 
change in the law is needed to 
permit the board to distribute | 
its personnel in the best man- 
ner. More men would be put to 
work during the hours: when 
crime incidence is highest, he 
said. 


More Paid Days Off. | 


Another of the measures | 
would increase the number of | 
days off with pay given mem- | 
bers of the department from 36 | 
to 48 a year. Purpose of this | 
change is to reduce the work 
week from the present. 48 hours | 
to 44 hours. | 

The other bill would ‘elimi- | 
nate the rank of corporal in the | 
department. Elimination of the | 
position of corporal, Priest and 
the others attending the hearing 
said, would tend to improve 
morale because, at present, 
many policemen believe only 
corporals can strive for ser- 
geancies. 

The pay rise bill would pro- 
vide salary increases ranging 
from 7.8 per cent for probation- 
ary patrolmen up to 30 per cent 
for the chief of police. Proba- 
tionary patrolmen would receive 
$4400 a year compared with 
$4080 at present. The chief's 
salary would be increased from | 
$9999 to $13,000 a year. | 

Priest told the committee | 
that the proposed salary in- 
creases had been discussed by 
him with Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker. He said the Mayor had 
told him that he and other 
members of the St. Louis Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
the city’s fiscal authority, were 
not opposed to the raises. 

Hearings on Parking Bills. 

Mayor Tucker was in Jeffer- 
son City last night with a dele- 
gation of about 55 persons ad- 
vocating passage of two bills 
sponsored by the city adminis- 
tration to further development 
of municipally-operated, off- 
street parking facilities. 

The measures would permit 
the use of parking meter funds 
for the retirement of revenue 
bonds issued for establishment 
of parking facilities, and would 
permit condemnation of resi- 
dential property to clear sites 
for off-street parking. They are 
pending before the House Com- 
mittee on Governmental Organi- 
zations and Related Matters. 

Only proponents of the bills 
were heard by the committee 
last night. Opponents will be | 
heard at a later date. 

Mayor Tucker told the com- 
mittee. that St. Louis is the only 
city in Missouri which is not 
permitted by state law to use 
parking meter revenue for the 
retirement of bonds.

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FLURRY HTS OUT

F you think that St. Louis 
| weather has been variable 

lately, you should try cover- 
ing the St. Louis markets. They 
change as rapidly as sunshine to 
showers, and one might just as 
well try to predict the tempera- 
ture on some future date as to 
promise which items you will 
find in good supply at your fa- 
vorite store this weekend. It's 
just that awkward time of year, 
for both weather and produce. 


It is a sort of transition pe- 
riod, as spring moves gradually 
northward. Our major sources 
of supply are shifting from the 
far-South growing areas to 
those a little closer to home; 
in a matter of weeks we will 
be depending mostly upon our 
homegrown fruits and vege- 
tables. 


One homegrown item that is 
here right now (and this is one 
of the few things we can say 
with certainty this week) is 
rhubarb. It is nice and tender, 
so good that you would be wise 
to put some in your freezer or 
use it for jam or conserve. 


Asparagus is coming in quite 
plentifully from Califprnia and 
is being offered at reasonable 
prices. It is being shipped more 
freely than at this time last 
year, rumor has it that commer- 
cial processors are not buying 
it in as large quantities, thus 
leaving larger supplies of the 
fresh ‘’grass for shipment. 

Predictions are that we 
should have some fine home- 
grown asparagus this season, 
since growing conditions were 
ideal. It may arrive any time 
now in heavy supply, depend- 
ing entirely upon the weather. 


And while we are gazing into 
our crystal ball, we might as 
well make a few predictions 
about that other spring treat, 
sirawberries. (Somehow = _ as- 
paragus and strawberries al- 
ways seem to be culinary sym- 
bols for all the joys of spring- 
time). 


The Lofisiana crop is ex- 
pected to peak sometime this 
week; the extreme southern 
part of Arkansas should start 
shipments about the same time. 
Toward the middle of May, un- 
less the weather upsets pre- 
dictions, there may be an over- 
lapping of shipments from Ar- 
kansas, southern Missouri and 
Tennessee which could give us 
heavy supplies of berries at 
that time. And, as in the case 
of asparagus, all conditions 
point to an excellent home- 
grown crop. 
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O much for our glimpse into 
G ine future. Now for a run- 

down on current supplies. 
Carrots, although § slightly 
higher than they have been, 
still retain their rating as a 
“good buy.” Celery poses no 
problem; it is right in quality 
and in price. 

Corn is reasonably priced, 
and it is interesting to note 
that a white variety coming in 
from Florida is being well ac- 
cepted in St. Louis. 

Artichokes are in the mod- 
erate price bracket as are 
beans, but there is a wide 
variation # quality and condi- 
tion on e latter. There is 
plenty of nice crisp cabbage 
for vegetable course or salad 
bowl; celery cabbage and red 
cabbage are both available. 

Surprisingly enough, onions 
have firmed up in price—and 
that proves how unpredictable 
the market is when you con- 
sider that onions have been 
such a great bargain recently. 
Heavy rains down South 
changed the picture, suddenly 
and drastically. 

There is a slight advance in 
potatoes, but not enough to be 
na&iced on the average 
shcowper’s weekly bill. Sweet 
pofatoes show the most market 
increase. 

Tomatoes are very high but 
there are some of excellent 
quality arousd if you are will- 
ing to pay for them. 

Quality is irregular on cauli- 
flower, peppers and lettuce. 
There are adequate supplies of 
endive and escarole; romaine is 
scarce and high. 

Other vegetables which are 
expensive are okra, cucumbers 
and squash. 
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ON’T shy away from Florida 
[poranzes and grapefruit be- 

cause you notice a green 
tinge on the skins. Weather 
conditions caused citrus trees 
to speed up their production of 
green chlorophyll necessary to 
the development of next sea- 
son’s crop.

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INTERNAL UNREST 


IS ADMITTED BY 
RED CHINA PRESS 


™" New York Times News Service 

HONG KONG, April 25—lIn- 
ternal unrest and dissension in 
Communist China have become 
a problem of “universal con- 
cern,” translations of leading 
Peiping publications disclosed 
here vesterday. 

Several earlier reports of in- 
ternal troubles in China reached 
here recently, but yesterday's 
report had a much braver tone. 


Admitting openly in a lengthy ' 


editorial that serious “‘contra- 
dictions between the masses of 
the people and their leaders, 
existed, Jen Min Jih Pao, a 
prominent Communist daily, 
stressed the need to increase 
propaganda efforts and 
strengthen ideological and po- 
litical work among the masses. 

In explaining and partially 
excusing dissatisfaction among 
the masses, the editorial said 
that from the Marxist viewpoint 
contradictions exist ™ _  aill 
things, including even a Social- 
ist society. It described the 
internal problem as being the 
result of differences between 
“advanced elements and back- 
ward elements; between those 


holding correct views and cor- | 


rect attitudes and those holding 
mistakernl views and mistaken 
attitudes; between one portion 
of the masses and another por- | 


tion of the masses; and between |

the masses and their leaders. 
The editorial made several 
references to a recent address 


made by chairman Mao Tse-| 
tung at the supreme state con-| 
ference in which he concen-| 


trated on the seriousness of the 
problem. The newspaper said 
he told the conference how to 
deal correctly with contradic- 
tions within the internal ranks 
of the people. It said the edi- 


torial was based on his views. |

the official Communist China 


news agency, also admitted the 


existence of serious internal 


troubles and described them as 


being between “the government 
and the people; the Communist | 
party and non-party people;

The China News Service said 
that existing differences were 
“over such concrete questions 
as national capital accumula- 
tion, democracy and centralism, 
employment and furtherance of 
studies for stddents.”

Weight Plus Distance 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have been following with inter- 
est the legislative debate regarding 
the responsibility of heavy trucks 
for Missouri highway costs. 

Your Jefferson City correspond- 
ent mentions a report prepared by 
the State Highway Commission that 
allegedly concludes that heavy trucks 
do not at present pay their proper 
share. If this is so its conclusions 
will be in line with those arrived at 
in Ohio, New York, Oregon, North 
Dakota, Louisiana and other states. 

Apportionment of responsibility 
for the cost of highway plant is a 
difficult task and one that is always 
open to criticism. It might be of 
interest, in this connection, to indi- 
cate the current tax load falling on 
heavy trucks in Missouri and a few 
other states in the north central 


region. The figures are: 
State Tax Load 
Illinois $1776 
Iowa $1730 
Missouri $999 
Nebraska $1694 


The tax load includes motor fuel 
taxes, registration fees, permits and 
licenses and application fees as well 
as special taxes on motor carriers. 
Property taxes and sales and use 
taxes are not included. 

The dollar liability is estimated 
for a common carrier traveling in 
interstate commerce and is com- 
puted for a_ tractor-semi-trailer 
weighing 30 tons gross and cover- 
ing 55,000 miles a year. 

The average gasoline consumption 
{fs assumed to be 4.5 miles per gal- 
lon. The estimates in the table 
are for fiscal 1956 and are based 
on data provided by the Bureau of 
Public Roads and the Commerce 
Clearing House. 

Those states that have come to 
the conclusion that heavy trucks 
should bear a greater share of high- 
way costs have made studies using 
the “incremental cost” method. In 
a number of those states a “‘weight- 
distance” tax was enacted as a di- 
rect consequence of these studies. 

The exact form of such a tax 
varies from state to state but they 
all express the tax liability as a 
function of the weight of the ve- 
hicle and the distance traveled. In 
tha€® way, the weight-distance tax is 
superior to a flat license fee that as- 
signs the same responsibility to a 
vehicle of a given weight irrespec- 
tive of mileage, and to a motor fuel 
tax that does not sufficiently take 
into account the gross weight of a 
vehicle.

From the Bar Association 
To the Editor of the Poet-Dispatch: 

May I attempt to reply to 
“E.N.E.’s” letter in this column? 

When E.N.E. asked, “What was 
the widow’s share of residue es- 
tate?” she was asking a legal ques- 
tion, and the officials of the Probate 
Court were exactly right in telling 
her to consult a lawyer. 

Presumably £.N.E. wanted a re- 
liable answer, on which she could 
act. To give a reliable answer a 
lawyer would have to know the 
facts of the particular case, such as, 
how many children, whether there 
was a will, etc. Getting a reliable 
answer from a lawyer would not in- 
volve a “sizable and out-of-propor- 
tion legal fee.” 

The Probate Court is not set up 
to give legal advice to the public. 
Practically every legal question, such 
as the one E.N.E. thought so simple, 
requires careful consideration of the 
the particular case which can _ be 
given only by a lawyer acting in the 
sole interest of the person asking 
the question.

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More Nasser Defiance 


Both by his gross interference in Jordan's 
affairs and by his unilateral adoption of a Suez 
plan which overrides the six principles laid 
down by the Security Council, Egypt’s President 
Nasser is asking for United Nations condemna- 
tion. 

When he joins Syria fn a brazen effort to 
destroy the government of King Hussein of 
Jordan, Nasser is taking another leaf out of 
Hitler’s book, and demonstrating again that his 
brand of “Arab nationalism” can neither tol- 
erate dissent from other Arab leaders, nor 
respect the principles of the U.N. Charter even 
where Arab states are involved. 

President Eisenhower is fully justified in 
warning that Jordan's independence and in- 
tegrity are considered vital. Whether this case 
is covered by the Eisenhower Doctrine may be 
in doubt, but the whole Western world has a 
stake in checking Nasser’s aggressiveness. 

When he concludes the long negotiations over 
a Suez operating plan by finally tearing up the 
Security Council’s formula which he had once 
accepted, Nasser is repudiating his international 
obligations under both the U.N. Charter and the 
Convention of 1888, which guaranteed free use 
of the canal. 

Can there be any doubt that this conduct by 
Egypt cries out for U.N. review just as surely 
as did Israel's invasion of Egypt? But Secre- 
tary Dulles, while he seeks a Security Council 
meeting to report on the Suez negotiations, 
seems much less anxious to press for U.N. 
action in Egypt's case than he was in Israel's 
case. 

Probably the Soviet veto would preclude ac- 
tion by the.Security Council, but the General 
Assembly could consider Egypt's case exactly as 
it considered that of Israel. And though the 
Assembly can only recommend, it can, as pre- 
viously shown, marshal a considerable moral 
power behind its recommendations. 

Mr. Dulles knows, of course, that he would 
not enjoy on the Suez question nearly as much 
support in the Assembly as he enjoyed on the 
issue of the Israeli invasion. The Asian-African 
bloc as well as the Soviet bloc would make ex- 
cuses for Egypt and perhaps try to prevent 
meaningful action. But if Mr. Dulles believes in 
the U.N. as much as he said he did in his New 
York speech this week, he cannot justify taking 
to that body only the issues he can be sure of 
winning. Nor can the U.N. afford to take up 
only those issues on which a large majority is 
agreed in advance. 

President Eisenhower, at the time he was 
bringing utmost pressure on Israel to withdraw 
its last troops from the Sinai, gave a promise 
to Israel and the world in these words: 


If, unhappily, Egypt does hereafter vio- 
late the armistice agreement or other inter- 
national obligations, then this should be 
dealt with firmly by the society of nations. 


Certainly Nasser has violated his international 
obligations by refusing to insulate the Suez 
canal operation from politics, as he once agreed 
to do, and by maintaining the ban on Israeli 
shipping. How is this affront to be “firmly 
dealt with” by the “society of nations,” as the 
President promised that it would be? It would 
of course be out of the question to attempt a 
solution by the use of force. But surely the 
United States has a responsibility to lead the 
way, first toward the earliest possible by-pass- 
ing of Suez through pipeline and big tanker 
development, and second, toward haling Nasser 
before the bar of the U.N. 
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Weather Bureau and Air Safety 

Anything that is labelled essential to aviation 
safety should have the most careful considera- 
tion before it is cut out of the national budget 
for so-called economy reasons. The House has 
just ‘sliced requested appropriations for the 
Weather Bureau to the extent that this agency 
says it will have to forego services essential to 
air safety if the cuts are allowed to stand. 

A 5 per cent cut of about $1,800,000 knocks 
out new weather services designed for increased 
safety of all planes in flight. It will prevent 
addition of badly needed personnel at many 
stations, including 12 meteorologists at the na- 
tional severe local storm forecasting center 
in Kansas City. It will reduce from 46 to 16 
the number of airports which can be provided 
with special equipment for observing bad 
weather conditions at the end of runways. It 
will delay beginning forecasts on winds and 
temperatures above 25,000 feet which are essen- 
tial for safety and efficiency of jet operations 
at that level. 

Air transportation is rapidly and steadily 
growing, with resultant beneficial effect on 
the nation’s economy. Jet airliners will begin 
operation within a year or two. Everything 
should be done that can be done to foster this 
progress. For emphasis it should be kept con- 
stantly in mind that penny-pinching by congress- 
men and the Commerce Department is one big 
reason why the airways traffic control system is 
so obsolete that midair collisions are a daily 
peril.

A Nation’s Business 

One of the results of the McClellan com- 
mittee inquiry into Dave Beck and the Team- 
sters’ union leadership is renewed interest 
in inspection of welfare funds. Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell is discussing the subject with 
President Eisenhower at Augusta, and two Dills 
have been introduced, similar in purpose but 
varying in important details. 

The latest of these is an Administration 
measure, which in general calls.for reports to 
the Secretary of Labor on all welfare-pension 
funds, whether run by unions or employers. 
But this bill gives the Secretary considerable 
latitude in absolving administrators from make 
ing annual reports, and lacks strong enforce- 
ment powers. 

Much earlier—before the Beck inquiry even 
began-—Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois 
introduced a bill calling for annual reports on 
welfare funds to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, and giving the SEC considerable 
power to require such reports. 

In general, the Administration bill seems 
more to the liking of the business community, 
which is arguing that major abuses are to be 
found in union and not company welfare funds. 
But the answer to this is that the McClellan 
committee has considered only the union side— 
and only one’ union at that—while last year a 
committee under Senator Douglas looked at 
the whole welfare picture. 

The Douglas committee did indeed find abuses 
in the welfare funds of three unions, and these 
were disciplined by the AFL-CIO. But the com- 
mittee also found abuses in some insurance 
practices, such as excessive commissions and 
fees. It found indications of mismanagement 
among company-administered funds. Above all, 
it found that here was a 25-billion-dollar busi- 
ness involving some 75,000,000 Americans. 

In consequence, the Douglas committee de- 
cided that there should be no distinction as to 
public reporting between funds jadministered by 
unions, managements or trustees. It concluded:

that the welfare business was so important to 
the national economy and the nation’s citizens 
that it had become the nation’s business. If that 
is so, reports should be required of all large wel- 
fare funds without exception or loopholes, as 
the Douglas bill provides. 
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With No Brakes 


The truck lobby is in high gear again, riding 
smoothly right through the Missouri Senaté. 
The Senators’ gracious treatment of the lobby’s 
latest demand removed all the road blocks. 

At issue was a bill to increase the legal truck 
length from 45 to 50 feet and the truck weight 
from 60,010 to 64,650 pounds. The Senators 
not only defeated all attempts to amend the bill, 
but refused to consider the most important 
amendment offered, which would have increased 
truck fees. 

There ts not much objection to the increase 
in truck lengths and weights alone. Most sur- 
rounding states permit 50-foot lengths and the 
gross weight increase Would not increase legal 
axle Mads, which are the main consideration 
when trucks pound pavementss The Highway 
Department did not oppose the measure. 

But the people of Missouri certainly can ob- 
ject to the manner in which the truck issue was 
handled. Senator Leo J. Rozier of Perryville 
led the effort for Senate consideration of truck 
fees. His amendment on the subject was ruled 
out of order by Lt. Gov. Edward V. Long of 
Bowling Green: on the technical ground that 
the amendment would change the purpose of 
the bill. Here was a neatly packaged device 
for shutting off debate. 

Should trucks pay more in taxes if they 
raise their weights? The Senate refuses to 
discuss the matter. Do trucks even now pay a 
fair share of highway costs? No comment. 

Yet truck fees are not a side issue. They are 
repayment for the truck load which this state’s 
highways carry year after year. And according 
to a detailed preliminary report prepared in 
the State Highway Department and recently 
dug out of musty files, large trucks are paying 
four millions or more less than their proportion- 
ate share of state highway costs every year. 

Naturally the truck lobby questions this re- 
port. But the state engineer who prepared it, 
and who obviously has a more disinterested 
view of the subject, told the Senators that he 
felt the study was “reasonably accurate.” The 
findings are in line with studies elsewhere, as 
mentioned in a letter on this page. 

In short, the big over-the-road trucks do not 
pay for the extra cost of construction and main- 
tenance of highways built to carry trucks. The 
average motorist and small trucker carry the 
load. 

That is why every Missourian who drives a 
car or small truck ought to demand that his 
legislators revive and reconsider the whole 
question of truck fees. 


No Need to Be Embarrassed 


It is hard to think of a much more embar- 
rassing experience than that which the Vir- 
ginia State Chamber of Commerce is undergo- 
ing as it arranges for the celebration of the 
350th anniversary of the founding of historic 
Jamestown. 

Someone on the anniversary committee had 
the splendid idea of inviting to Richmond for 
a dinner, May 17, “distinguished Virginians” 
whether or not still residents of the Old Domin- 
ion. And so invitations went out to noted sons 
and daughters now living in Virginia and other 
states. 

Now to everyone’s embarrassment it develops 
that the invitation went to some native Vir- 
ginians who are in Who’s Who but happen to 
have dark skin. So far, five Negroes are known 
to have been “inadvertently” asked to attend 
the dinner. Explanations and apologies go out 
as each such instance comes to light. 

There would be a most creditable as well as 
easy way to handle this situation, That is to 
stand behind the invitations as issued. If it were 
to do so, Virginia would be as distinguished as 
the native sons and daughters it seeks to honor. 
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Them That Has... 


The current condition of Clayton road— 
smooth on ‘one side, rough on the other—pro- 
vides a classic example of an elementary princi- 
ple of municipal finance: The bigger your tax 
base the more you can spend. 

Clayton road divides the cities of Richmond 
Heights and Clayton. Clayton is resurfacing its 
side of the street, but Richmond Heights says 
it can’t afford to. That ought not to be too 
surprising. 

The two towns are pretty much a pair of 
twins on the basis of population and area. Clay- 
ton’s population is 17,831; its area 2176 acres. 
Richmond Heights is a city of 16,500 with 2240 
acres. But Clayton with an assessed valuation 
in excess of $60,000,000 enjoys almost twice the 
municipal purchasing power of Richmond 
Heights, where assessments total $34,000,000. 

In other words each cent of tax levied by 
Clayton produces about $6000 as compared to 
$3400 in Richmond Heights. If Richmond 
Heights ever needed to match Clayton’s ineome 
it almost would have to double its tax rate. 

Clayton’s secret, of course, is the substantial 
commercial complex that has been thrown up 
around the courthouse in the last decade. The 
tax values produced by this new property have 
provided a bonanza for Clayton and for the 
Clayton School District. 

The only way to extend such a gain to tax- 
payers outside the areas of commercial and in- 
dustrial development is to expand the taxing 
unit. And that means consolidation—consolida- 
tion of the county’s many municipalities and 
especially of its 29 school districts which are so 
costly to support on an inadequate tax base.

800,000,000 budget. His cough and cold 
seem improved. He goes to Gettysburg, 
he plays golf at Burning Tree after 
each news conference, he flies as usual 
to Augusta for spring golf. 

On Capitol Hill, Republicans and 
Southern Democrats are slaughtering 
his budget. 

In this town, one thing that counts is 
money in appropriations. Does an Ad- 
ministration want schools? The key 
factor is money from Congress to fi- 
nance them. Does an Administration 
want the labor-protective “prevailing 
wage” formula in a giant highway pro- 
gram? Then the Labor Department 
must have the money to compile data 
to determine what the “prevailing 
wage” is. 

But for eight solid days in the House, 
Democrats led by Representative John 
Fogarty (Dem.), Rhode Island, fought 
to provide money to the Department of 
Labor and Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare—and they got no 
help from the White House. Repub- 
licans were repeatedly challenged by 
Fogarty, who was chairman of the Ap- 
propriations subcommittee that reported 
the Labor and H.-E.-W. money bill, to 
stand up and be counted for “modern 
Republicanism” and Ike’s campaign 
promises. _ 

They voted as heavily ag four to one 
to slash and slash. They were joined 
by an equal proportion of Southern 
Democrats. The only sectional and po- 
litical group that tried to save some- 

ing close to the Eisenhower budget 
proposals was the Northern and West- 
ern Democrats. 6 

Labor Secretary Mitchell had the 
good grace to praise Fogarty for his 
efforts. Welfare Secretary Folsom 
begged for the money he needs. Re- 
publicans in the House treated them 
with contempt. 

Whether it is the realization that 
Eisenhower is a lame duck, whether 
the weapon of patronage is gone, 
whether Republicans simply have con- 
tempt for the amateur President, the 
fact remains that G.O.P. professionals 
on Capitol Hill are repudiating him, in 
deed if not in overt word, 

The abdication of true. presidential 
leadership was a brooding threat all 
through the first term. The only ex- 
ceptions were the two instances where 
the White House operators belatedly 
slew McCarthy, and the period of the 
campaign. Early in the second term it 
seems an actuality. 

This reporter wrote in another place 


a slight comment that Democratic con- 
gressional leaders seemed unable to 
“fill the vacuum” created by Eisen- 
hower’s failures. ‘The comment drew 
a retort from an astute congressional 
observer that Speaker Sam Rayburn 
and Senate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
Johnson had “already done more than 
should have been expected of them” 
in trying to fill the vacuum. 

There was merit in the retort. It 
should not have been necessary for 
the Democratic Senate leaders, care- 
fully and adroitly, to cure the worst 
flaws in the ill-conceived Eisenhower 
Mideast Doctrine. They did it. 


They . preserved the illusion that 
Congress had given the President the 
substance of what he had requested, 
They found laguage to tell the Soviets, 
again, that we would fight if they at- 
tacked our vital interests anywhere. 
But they also preserved the powers of 
the presidency by making it clear that, 
in their opinion, Eisenhower had the 
power to act alone and function as the 
Commander in Chief that Lincoln was, 
that Wilson, Franklin Roosevelt and 
Truman were. 


They told Mr. Eisenhower never 
again to come asking them to “author- 
ize’ a future war, at times and places 
of his own choosing, on the pretense 
that this subterfuge preserved the ex- 
clusive — of Congress to “declare 
war.” hey changed the language to 
tell the President that in their opinion 
he had ‘an exclusive power as Com- 
mafider in Chief in genuine emergen- 
cies, and for God's sake to act as if 
he knew it. 


And what is the reaction of the 
Eisenhower Administration toward such 
an unprecedented statement by Con- 
gress of inherent Executive powers? 

. The President treats Republican Sen- 

ator Goldwater’s violent attack on 
“modern Republicanism” as merely the 
merry statement of an honest differ- 
ence of opinion. 

When House Republicans are voting 
four to one to meat-ax his budget, he 
continues appeasement of Senators 
Bridges, McCarthy and other “non- 
moderns” by appointing the Bridges- 
McCarthy protege, Scott McLeod, as 
Ambassador to Ireland. 

While Mitchell and Folsom, the only 
two Cabinet members who mean what 
they say about “modern Republican- 
ism,” fight naked and alone, the Pres- 
ident lets Treasury Under Secretary 
Randolph Burgess openly attack his 
budget. 

The “Council of State” or “regents” 
operating frequently in Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s first term no longer possesses ef- 
fectiveness. There is a vacuum at the 
center, and if anyone can prove this 
theory wrong a lot of people would be 
grateful.

This was a conservative Legislature, 
extremely conscious of reduced farm 
income and determined to impose no 
new state property tax (local communi- 
ties were authorized to raise levies.) 
Topeka saw a great deal of political 
fighting and some incredibly bad polit- 
ical decisions. Kansas still has only a 
temporary solution to~its tax problems. 
But beneath the surface of partisan 
noise is much progressive, permanent 
legislation that will benefit the state 
in the years to come. It is all the more

Statesman’s Self-Portait 


MEMOIRS OF MICHAEL KAROLYI, 
Translated by Catherine Karolyi, (Dut- 
ton, 392 pgs., $6.50.) 

Rare, indeed, is the political emigre 
who, after years of exile, finds him- 
self called home to a governmental 
post. Such a man was Hungarian Count 
Michael Karolyi, who, repelled by the 
life of his class and the privations of 
his people, early in life entered left- 
wing politics. 

In 1919 he became Prime Minister 
and later President of the short-lived 
Hungarian Republic, only to be forced 
to turn over power to Bela Kun. Karol- 
yi then fled his Magyar homeland and 
for the next 25 years travelled through- 
out Europe and America, supporting 
himself by public lectures. After World 
War II he found himself still a Hun- 
garian hero and was beseeched to re- 
turn home as head of the new regime. 
This post Karolyi declined, but he did 
agree ‘to accept his old seat in parlia- 
ment. From there he went into the 
Hungarian  diplo- 
matic service as 

bassador in 
aris — only to re- 
sume his exile 
status after the 

Communist coup. 

He died in South- 

ern France in 1955. 
Asapersonal 

narrative Karolyi’s 

“Memoirs” are ab-

Upon arrival here he was 
met by a most imposing delegation . of 
officials and escorted to what he 
thought was the outstanding sight of 
the city. The motorcade wended its 
way, through Forest Park into the zoo 
ae Karolyi was asked to pose for 
pi es by a cage containing a ty 0 
of mating snakes while being told to 
be careful lest he awaken them. 

As a historical document, however, 
Karolyi’s memoirs will be primarily of 
interest to the student of Central Euro- 
pean political and diplomatic minuti- 
ae, His personal experiences in the 
World War I armistice arrangements 
of Austria-Hungary and later revolution 
are. of value, but unfortunately they 
are not set against a sufficiently broad 
frame of reference to be generally 
meaningful.

NEW YORK, April 25—The 


Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., Negro anti-segregation lead- 
er; the Rev. John LaFarge, 
S.J., Catholic editor and edu- 
cator, and former Senator Her- 
bert H. Lehman received yes- 


terday the social justice awards 
given annually by the Religion 
and Labor Foundation at a 
luncheon here. 


Recipients of the awards re- 
ceive plaques and their names 
are engraved on a two-foot-high 
bronze statue. The awards are 
given to those who have con- 
tributed to the advance of so- 
cial justice and civil rights. 

Dr. King said that the ten- 
sions in the South today indi- 
cate “that a new order is being 
born and an old order is pass- 
ing away.” 

He described present south- 
ern leadership as ‘‘close-mind- 
ed, reactionary’ who constitute 
a numerical minority. He urged 
“open minded, moderate” white 
persons to rise up and take 
leadership in the South. 

At a press conference com- 
pletely separate from the meet- 
ing, Dr., King announced that 


_ Negroes from all parts of the 


United States will hold a “pray- 
er pilgrimage” at the Lincoln 
Memorial in Washington on 
May 17, at which at least 50,- 
000 persons are expected. 


Lehman, at the Religion and 
Labor Foundation § luncheon, 
said that the trouble with Amer- 
ican policy, both at home and 
abroad is that it has. “no firm 
core of morality and moral pur- 
pose.” He emphasized that he 
was speaking without political 
intent and that the faults he 
described “are too deep to be 
ascribed ‘to any one administra- 
tion, or political party.” 

Father LaFarge expressed 
concern over the “hate” move- 
ments that are spreading 
various parts. of the country 
but said that these movements 
carry within themselves the rea- 
son for their defeat.

HE wrong way to clean a 
T linoleum floor is to dump a 

couple of gallons of water 
over it and then slosh the water 
around with a mop. 


Flooding a linoleum floor is | 


bad for several reasons. One is 
that water will get down be- 
tween the seams of the lino- 
leum and loosen up the paste. 
The other is that water getting 
between the seams will rot out 
the material from the under- 
side and even rot out the wood 
subflooring. 

The correct way to keep lino- 
leum looking clean and fresh is 
to give it a thin coat of wax and 
then dust it daily. When dust- 
ing alone won’t remove all the 
dirt, try a soft cloth dampened 
in warm soapy water. Just wipe 
this over a small area, then 


than is absolutely necessary. 
Sometimes there are marks 
on the linoleum that won't re- 
spond to just plain soap and 
water. Rubber shoe heels can 
leave such marks but they are 
easily removed by rubbing with 
fine steel wool and water. 
Eventually the wax coating 
on the linoleum will become 
worn and soiled and then it can 
be removed using a commercial 
linoleum wax remover. A fresh 
coat of wax is then applied.

N its opening number, “Think-Pink,” with Kay Thompson 
as a fashion-magazine editor who decides in a burst of 

* inspiration she'll make the country pink-cragy overnight, 
FUNNY FACE,” at the FOX THEATER starts off as a fine 
satire on the Vogue-Harper’s Bazaar type 
of high-fashion dictatorship. This is con- 
tinued with some business around one of 
those starved, willowy models with a face 
like a beautiful zomple; out of this fashion 
goddess comes a squeaky, dumber-than- 
dumb voice as she registers temperament 
with fashion photographer Fred Astaire, 
who is trying to get her to register intelle 
Photographing her against a bookish background in a 
grandly autocratic raid by the whole staff on a Greenwich 
Village bookstore, the entourage encounters introverted Vil- 
lage intellectual Audrey Hepburn. Her face is a shock to 
the fashion editor and the photog. It has animation, it has 
intelligence, it has sincerity, it has quiet radiance. Good- 
ness knows she’s boyishly slim, but alongside the models, 
Audrey looks like a girl. Overcome by their discovery of a 
girl who looks human, the editor and camera man pack her 
off to Paris, quite against her will, to be a super-human 
model to display a famous couturier’s new line. She’s more 
interested in tracking down a renowned new philosopher of 
“Empathicalism” (Michel Auclair), only to discover that 
back of the beard and words he’s just another girl-chaser. 


The ageless Astaire is his debonair, whip-like self. Miss 
Thompson (former St. Louisan who gained fame in night 
clubs) has a brassy authority with a song. Miss Hepburn, a 
former ballet dancer, is an apt partner for Astaire and does 
her light singing chores smartly enough. The six George 
and Ira Gershwin numbers retained from the old Broadway 
musical, “Funny Face,” (the book is completely new) are 
done with verve, including the title song, “Clap Yo’ Hands,” 
“"S Wonderful,” and “He Loves and She Loves.” The ward- 
robe supplied for the fashion sequences by Hubert de Gi- 
venchy is chi-chi as all get-out. A Paris exploratory num- 
ber by Producer Roger Edens and scripter Leonard Gershe, 

Bon Jour Paris,” is vivacious. The VistaVision photogra- 
phy is imaginative, Astaire and Miss Hepburn do “Funny 
Face” in infra-red light in a darkroom. She dances with 
two men in a dimly-lit cellar bistro in a study in dark Tech- 
nicolor shades. Some shots of her and Astaire in a misty 
mead have the opalescent hues of a pointillist artist like 
Sisley. 

Yet, inspite of all these merits, “Funny Face” didn’t 
arouse My enthusiasm. It is too determindedly clever, too 
chi-chi, too brittle, too cool. It reminds me of the artifical 
ultra-sophistication of Miss Thompson's style. It could stand 
more warmth, more genuine heart. And the Fox’s projec- 
tion is too dark to catch the subtle values of the low-key 
photography. 

; The second feature Js a typical Randolph Scott Western, 

‘THE TALL T,” which is noteworthy chiefly for a priceless 
ending line. Maureen O'Sullivan has been kidnaped for ran- 
som by three ruthless gunman. They have cold-bloodedly 
shot down her husband that morning, and Randy has in 
turn killed all three of them, chivalrously allowing them to 
draw first. Admist the bodies, Randy turns to the distraught 
Miss O'Sullivan, says soothingly, “C'mon, it’s going to be a 
beautiful day,” and, arms entwined, they stride off to the 
blue horizon. 


Cactus Drama 


The scripters of “THE HALLIDAY BRAND” at the 
ESQUIRE have attempted to be cactus Eugene O’Neill’s and 
concoct a brooding, tragic Western about the hate between 
a despotic cattleman and sheriff and his stubborn eldest 
son who can’t stomach the way Pop shoots 
people around. Things come to a boil 
when the father has his daughter’s half- 
breed sweetheart lynched by a mob -and 
polishes the job off by shooting down the 
haif-breed’s white father. 

Now all this seems dire enough in out- 
line. Ward Bond is certainly grim and sour 
enough as the mean old coot; Joseph Cotten is noble as the 
eldest son, Viveca Lindfors is stark as anything as a half- 
breed girl who falls for Joe, and Bvtsy Blair is pretty dour 
as the disappointed daughter. But the film just doesn’t 
have the intestinal fire and seething urgency to make it any 
good. Every situation follows an easily predictable pattern. 
The road to yawns is paved here, as it often is, with good 
pretensions.

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There are many persons who 
do not take civilian defense 
preparations seriously. 

“R.A.C.E.S. members do take 
it seriously,” says William H. 
Guhman, director of public 
works of St. Louis county who 
is also deputy chief of commu- 
nications and radio officer of 
the joint St. Louis-St. Louis 


“= County Civil Defense organiza- 


tion. “They take it seriously be- 
cause many of them have oper- 
ated in actual emergencies 
where they’ve seen people hurt 
and killed.” 

Guhman, an inveterate ham 
ever since he received his first 
spark coil, spark gap, key, head 
phones, crystal detector and 
two-slide tuner for Christmas 
the year he was 10 years old, 
has been the principal organ- 
izer of the R.A.C.E.S. program. 
As a youngster he set up a 
training school in an old stable 
where 15 or 20 kids gathered 
to him. One of the kids turned 
out to be “Dinks’”’ Montgomery, 
who is now in charge of Amer- 
ican Airlines communications. 
Guhman has been sold for a 
long time on the practical good 
of the amateur. 

“Whenever there’s a tornado, 
flood or any natural disaster,” 
he says, “the amateurs have 
handled the communication sys- 
tem until normal conditions re- 
turned. I can remember during 
the Ohio floods in 1939, sitting 
by the radio for 32 hours, in 
direct communication with the 
flood area and the Red Cross. 
Through ham operations we or- 
dered tetanus shots, chlorine 
for water purification, helped 
set up shelters for evacuees. 

. — * 

A Skow, director of Civil De- 

fense for St. Louis county, 
practically all the communica- 
tions for civilian defense will be 
handled by the amateur. Radio 
stations on “Conelrad’’—a sys- 
tem of shared transmission— 
will notify people in their homes 
but amateurs will set up the 
programs. 

How this program will be set 
up is being planned by Guhman 
and a board of six men—Alter- 
nate Radio Officer Morton Gott- 
lieb, Max Myover, Edward W. 
Schaper, John D. Miller, Wil- 
liam Johnson and Robert Cur- 
ry Jr. 

The area has been divided 
into four sectors with four sec- 
tor control centers located on 
the outer perimeter of each sec- 
tor. At each control center 
there will be equipment, aerial, 
cables and other essentials, 
which are kept in order by vol- 
unteers:; one of the control cen- 
ters is completed and a second 
is nearing completion. 

“In the event of an emerg- 
gency,” says Guhman, “mem- 
bers assigned to these control 
centers would come to their 
club house and operate from 
there. No sector would inter- 
fere with another sector but all 
would have access to the Joint 
Civil Defense Control Center at 
Howard Bend Pumping Sta- 
tion.” 

In addition 100 mobiles will

operate. Each mobile has been | 
issued crystals for their mobile | 


transmitters for all sectors so 
that in the event it is unable to 
proceed to the sector assigned, 
it can move into the nearest 
sector and operate on the fre- 
quency assigned to that sector. 

All men and women volun- 
teering for the program have 
ID (identification) cards, have 
been fingerprinted, and, of 
course, are licensed, as are all 
amateurs, by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. Tac- 
tical call signs and codes also 
have been cleared with the FCC. 

About $30,000 has been spent 
by the city and county on ama- 
teur equipment but by far the 
greatest part of equipment is 
supplied by the amateurs them- 
selves, who also give freely of 
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giving to this cause are the 
reasons of all volunteer work- 
ers, the feeling, as Guhman puts 
it, “that you're doing something 
for humanity.” 

Once a month, R.A.C.E.S. 
members meet in Guhman’s of- 
fice in the old St. Louis County 
Courthouse. At the last meet- 
ing, members present included 
Robert Bethel and Charles 
Bromelsiek, of Bandhoppers 
amateur organization; John Mil- 
ler, Paul Biederman and Martin 
Rich, of Suburban Radio Club, 
Inc.; William Johnson, St. Louis 
Amateur Radio Club, Inc., and 
editor of Sidebands, club pub- 
lication; James Goddard and 
William Brown, Northwest St.

HIS is not the first time 
T R.A.C.E.S. volunteers have 

been put to the test. In 1955 
and 1956 they participated in 
Civil Defense drills. The ‘'55 
drill was a bigger operation, 
since this area was the object 
of a “direct hit” in that mock 
raid. In ‘56, it was merely a 
supporting area. 

“At the last drill we operated 
20 hours and handled 1018 mes- 
sages, butywe could have han- 
dled 20,000,” says Guhman. “We 
found during the drill messages 
were sent to the control center 
and a reply received within 
three minutes.” 

After plans had been made 
for this next drill, R.A.C.E.S 
members settled down to talking 
about that subject dearest to 
the amateur’s heart, equipment. 
Robert Bethel had _ brought 
along the sets which Bandhop- 
pers members built for them- 
selves, on an assembly line sys- 
tem, at a cost of $45 a set—not 
counting labor, of course. Beth- 
el put the set in operation and 
made a call outside the building 
to Bill Johnson.

SIMILAR PASSIONS seem to 
beat in the breast of the aver- 
age resident of the Pacific 
Northwest when he hears the 
phrase “skid row.”

Mount Vernon Regent 


‘To Speak at Dinner Here

port, R.I., regent of the Mount Vernon Ladies’ Associa- 

tion of the Union, will come to St. Louis May 16 to 
speak that night to the Missouri Historical Society at its 
ninety-first annual dinner 
on the Starlight Roof of 
the Chase Hotel. 

Elected to her office in 
1948 and re-elected in 
1953, Mrs. Harkness heads 
probably the most impor- 
tant body of women in 
this country to govern an 
historic property—the 
home of George and 
Martha Washington on the 
Potomac in Fairfax county, 
Virginia. Vice regents who 
represent the states are 
appointed for life. Vice regent for Missouri is Mrs. Marvin 
E. Holderness, who will entertain Mrs. Harkness during her 
stay here. 

Widely known as an informative speaker, Mrs. Harkness 
has chosen as her topic “The Mount Vernon Story and His- 
toric Preservation,” which she will illustrate with slides 
She speaks with authority. She presides at all meetings 
of the Board of Regents, held annually in October at Mount 
Vernon, and gives an address each year on Washington's 
birthday at his tomb on the Mount Vernon grounds. 

In 1951, when Queen Elizabeth II then Princess Eliza- 
beth, and her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh, visited 
Mount Vernon, the Council was in session and it fell tb the 
happy lot of Mrs. Harkness to receive the royal visitors and 
conduct them through the mansion. During her tenure of 
office many original items belonging to the Washington 
famiiy have been added to the collection. Her enthusiasm 
has stimulated other groups to preserve historic buildings.

THE GREEKS were acute ob- 
servers of human behavior. It 
is more than coincidence that 
their myth about young Narcis- 
sus deals with death. The word 
itself means torpor, and the 
flower has narcotic properties. 
Narcissus was a beautiful young 
man who fell in love with him- 
self. Having seen his perftct 
face reflected in a fountain, he 
could think of nothing else. 
Feeling died within him. His in- 
difference to Echo, the nymph 
who pined away for love of 
him, was part of a general in- 
sensibility. One story has it that 
he refused to leave the fountain 
and remained there gazing at 
his reflection until he wasted 
away. Another version says that 
he threw himself into the water 
and was drowned. In any case, 
he was then changed into a 
flower—the narcissus. 

Only those who love are alive. 
Self-love makes it impossible to 
love another, and this sterility 
of the heart is known today as 
the Narcissus complex. To fix 
one’s gaze upon oneself, to con- 
template one’s own perfections, 
results in death. 

We can’t remind ourselves too 
often to turn our gaze outward, 
to let ourselves fall in love with 
the universe, as a young poet 
said. That is not hard to do in 
the spring when all around is 
the evidence that “there lives 
the dearest freshness deep down 
things.”

I get severe headaches 
on the days that I am tense. 
But just wishing away the head- 
aches won't help. If you have 
the secret, by all means let 
your readers on to it. I'll be 
waiting for your “open sesame” 


to this universal problem, 
Thank you.

ANSWER: The problem is, I 
admit, a universal one; but un- 
fortunately, my answer cannot 
apply to everyone. However, 
Mrs. J. H. D. I can say that in 
your case the problem is already 
“half-licked.” 

You see, most people are 
tense without knowing it. And 
they will never overcome their 
abnormal tensions because they 
are Gnaware that they are all 
wound up like a corkscrew. For 
instance, many a wife has told 
me in the presence of her hus- 
band: “I can’t understand what's 
come over Jim lately. He’s so 
tense and touchy I can’t say a 
word without him jumping down 
my throat. I wish you'd give 
him something for it, doctor.” 

And I'd observe Jim as his 
wife spoke and disbelief would 
be written all over his face. “Me 
tense?” he would say. “Why 
Mary doesn’t know what she’s 
saying, doctor.” Without realiz- 
ing it, he would be sitting stiff 
and upright and his fists would 
be clenched in,tension. Like- 
wise, many a tense wife ac- 
cused by her husband of being 
“snappy,” acts just as surprised, 

The reason I say that Mrs. 
J. H. D. has her problem well 
in hand is because she recog- 
nizes the existence of tension. 
You cannot hit a target unless 
you know where it is. The more 
clearly you see it the greater 
the chances for a bull’s-eye. 

It must be evident, there- 


fore, that you should take a 
good, long, unbiased look at 
yourself. If members of your 


own family tell you that you 
have been “difficult” lately, take 
heed. If your associates at the 
office or shop have dropped 
hints that you are not the same, 
sweet-tempered person you pic- 
ture yourself to be, that should 
clinch it. Admit it—and you 
are well on the way to overcom- 
ing your tension.

FOR EXAMPLE, here is what 
John S. wrote me the other 
day: “Isn’t it funny how a per- 
son can rationalize away all of 
his bad qualities? For months I 
must have been a rotten apple 
in the barrel of a sweet fam- 
ily.

As for the 
long weekends, they must haye 
suffered the tortures of hell 
with me around. I was irritable, 
picked on everybody for no con- 
ceivable reason and was a pill 
in more ways than one. 

“Did I think I was tense and 
nervous? Not I! Everybody else 
was hard to get along with, and 
unreasonable, I thought. It 
couldn’t be me! And if I was 
a little edgy, didn’t they all 
realize that I was tired and ex- 
hausted from working all day 
to give them a roof and bread? 

“Doctor, not until my wife got 
sick—and almost died—did I 
wake up to knowing that I'd 
been unreasonable and hard to 
live with. You@ be surprised 
how easy it is to get into the 
habit of being tense. It wasn’t 
long after my wife got well, 
that we were all a happy fam- 
ily again. It’s all right with me 
if you print this for your read- 
ers.
